WHERE THOUSANDS ARE GOING 
TO SEEK A BETTER COUNTRY, 


— — — 


Rich Ores and Plenty of Them—A Good 
Field for the Prospector—Cost of 
Living — Wages --- Towns, Stage 
Routes, ete. 


The following account of the Wood 
River country, which is exciting so 
much attention this spring, is taken 
from the first number of the Bellevue 
Miner: “The Wood River Region is 


-| located in southern central Idaho, 130 


miles west of the Utah & Northeru 
Branch of the Union Pacific Railway. 
Last year's developments proved that 
belt after belt of argentiferous galena 
ore exist all the way from the low 
hills at the base of the Wood River 
range northward to the divide of 
Wood and Salmon rivers, a distance 
of forty-five miles, and almost contin- 
vously from Bay Horse district, near 
Challis, nortbwesterly, to the south 
tributaries of Boise ric This makes 
one of the most extensive silver-bear- 
ing districts in the world, being from 
twenty to fifty miles in width, and 180 
to 140 miles ia length. Reeent de- 
velopments prove not only this won- 
derful extent, but a frequency and 
richness of veins without à parallel in 
the histury of silver mining. The 
ores are generally heavy galena, fifty 
to eighty per cent. lead, carrying fifty 
to one thousand ounces of silver per 
ton, and of such a nature as to be eas- 
ily and econumically smelted. They 
are in true fissure veins from one to 
four feet wide. Prospecting hereto- 
fore has been done largely on horse- 
back, and in the most superficial man- 
ner, and

must yet be made if past experiences 
go for anything. Some 800 tons of 
ore were shipped to Salt Lake City 
for reduction in 1880, and a large pro- 


all expenses of mining, sacking, ship- 
ping and smelting; and freight alone 
from Bellevue to Salt Lake City was 
$37 to $50 per ton. Hundreds of 
tons more would have been shipped 
but for the lack of transportation fa- 
cilities—and our mipers now have 
large reserves of rich ore awaiting the 
arrival of freight teams. 
IN A NUTSHELL. 

Summing this all up, partial as are 
the developments, there is already 
enough ore in sight, which could easi- 
ly be taken out from the North Star, 
Elkhorn, Bullion, May Flower and 
Idahoan mines, to keep all the freight 
teams which have been employed dur- 
ing the past season on the Black foot 
road busy transporting the same from 
this time on through indefinite future. 
The veins are so located in the hills 
that they can be easily worked by 
short tunnels to almost any required 
distance.

So far but few men find employ- 
ment at wages. Those thus engaged 
get $4 per day for mining and other 
labor; mechanics, $5 to $7 per day. 
Men who want to prospect can find no 
better field, but they should bring 
alung some funds for that purpose. It 
is not a good country to be “broke” 
in. Next summer, when the various 
mining, milling, smelting and other 
enterprises now arranged for are fairly 
under way, there will be a heavy de- 
mand for labor of almost every class.

Speculations in town lots have already 
breught handsome sums to resideuts, 
and many fortunes will yet be made 
in Bellevue, Hailey, Ketchum and 
Galena on corner lots. 

‘This is the best opening in the 
world for several large smelters. Lead 
ores very rich in silver are abundant, 
lime, iron, fuel and water ditto. 

The machioery for one smelter is 
about to be put in position at Hailey, 
five miles above Bellevue, and several 
others are talked of, but there is no 
danger of overdoing this matter. 

PROSPECTING. 

Those who have been most success- 
ful in prospecting are men who make 
themselves acquainted with the kinds 
of country rock prevailing at points 
where rich ores have already been 
found, rather than go on knowledge 
previously acquired in California and 
Nevada. It is a noteworthy fact that 
the surroundings—quartz, quartzite, 
limestone, porphyry and granite—in 
which the ore is found differs very ma- 
terially on the east and west side of 
the Big Wood riyer. Mauy of the 
finds have been purely accidental, 
and men fresh from the east, without 
previous knowledge of mining, have 
in several instances struck it very 
rich. 

TOWNS AND CAMPS. 

All inquirers want to know ‘which 
will be the big town.’ We don't be- 
lieve one or two towns will monopo- 
lize the business of this vast regien by 
any means. There will always be at 
least three good towns along Wood 
river. Bellevue, 128 miles from Black- 
foot, just how seems to have the lead 
with its 600 inhabitants and 250 
houses. Hailey, six miles above Belle - 
vue, also on Wood river, starts out 
with bright prospects, Ketchum, 18 
miles above Bellevue, with 550 inhab- 
itants, and Galena, 50 miles above 
Bellevue, with about the same num- 
ber, are surrounded with rich mines, 
are pleasantly located and will un- 
doubtedly have one or two smelters 
each,very soon; all are connected with 
Blackfoot on the Utah & Northern 
Railroad by tip-top wagon roads and 
are not by any means as “far out of 
the world” as some readers might im- 
agine.

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THE WHEATLAND OUTRAGE, 


— 

Remorse for the Crime Supposed to 

Have Led to the Recent Suicide of a 
Young Man. 


The mystery of the famous Wheat- 
land outrage” has never been cleared 
up. It will be remembered that 
nearly two years ago in Wheatland, 
California, a handsome young woman 
pamed Cora Hezlep, was, while sleep- 
ing in her bed, struck on the head 
with an iron bar, dragged out of the 
house and ravished, afterwards being 
found insensible on the ground. The 
following from the Watsonville Paja- 
ronian, relative to the suicide of young 
Raymond near Corrallitos, seems to 
throw some light on the mystery: 

„A few minutes before he bade the 
Caudill family good-by, then wal«ed 
outinto the road and shot himself 
through the baek of the mouth, rang- 
ing upward, with a rifle. At the in- 
quest it was discovered that the de- 
ceased had written two letters, one 
to his late employer, Frank Williams, 
and the other to his father, a resident 
of Maryaville. These letters were 
read, and in them deceased stated that 
he had contemplated suicide for sev- 
eral months, and in the father’s letter 
language was used which might be 
construed to mean that there was 
some great and unknown cause for 
the act. The suicide was about 19 
years of age. During his residence 
near Corrallitos at several times he 
made remarks about the famous 
Wheatland outrage, which took place 
less than two years ago, which led his 
listeners to believe that the boy knew 
more about the case than he dared to 
divulge. It may have been only a 
boyish freak, to endeavor to impress 
his hearers that he was to carry a great 
mystery, but when the | in 
his father’s letter is taken in connec- 
tion with these remarks, and the sin- 
gularity of the young man committing 
suicide for do apparent cause, it does 
not seem impossible that his chance 
remarks may have had considerable 
truth in them. Judge Holbrook has 
communicated these rumors to Sheriff 
McCoy, of Yuba county, for his ac- 
tion.
